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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' argument in response to rejection of 
claims 1,10 and 21 are not persuasive. In response to applicants' argument that U.S. Patent 5,017,839 to Arlt et al. is non-analogous art 
the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Both the instant application and Arlt disclose light source with infrared and total reflecting coating on 
the lamp envelope and hence the subject matter of reference is in the same field of endeavor as that of the applicants. Additionally Arlt 
discloses (claim 8, column 9 lines 40-43) the same motivation as that of the applicants for coating end portions adjacent to press-seal witk 
total reflecting film for reflecting both visible and invisible radiation back inside the envelope.
